OHIO WILL GO AFTER 


AUTO LAW BREAKERS 


Washington, Aug 8. — With the dec- 
rlaation by Persident Wilson that until 
the men return to work and again rec- 
ognize the authority of their own or- 
ganization the whole matter of wage 
increase must be at a standstill, the 
next step in the railroad strike situation 
thus put squarely up to hte employes 


The few reports that had been re 
themselves, was being awaited today. 
celved early today indicated a willing- 
ness on the part of some of the strik- 
ing shopmen to comply with- the re 
quest and it was believed nearly all of 
the 80,000 men reported idle yesterday 
would follow suit. 
President Wilson's statement was con- 


tained in a communication to Director 
General Hines, in which the director 
general was authorized to take up the 
wage demands of the brotherhood mem- 
bers and decide them on their merits 
It followed a letter received by the 
president from Chairman Cummins, of 
the senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee, the president was told that he 
had ample authority to deal with the 
situation growing out of 'the demands 
of the railroad" men without additional 
legislation by congress. 


Mr Wilson in his letter to Mr. Hines 
said: 
"It is clearly our duty to proceed 


with the matter in the hope of dispos- 
ing of it." 


At the same time he expressed the 
hope that the director general would 
make it clear to the men concerned 
that the railroad administration cannot 
deal with any problems affecting them 
except through the duly chosen officers 
and committees of thei rorganizations. 


The chief obstacle to a decision in 
the present case, he wrote, was created 
by the ""men themselves in that they 
had gone out on strike and repudiated 
the authority of their officers. 
"They should promptly return to 


work," he wrote 
"And I hope you will 
urge upon their representatives the im- 
mediate necessity for their dong so." 


Mr. Hines immediately notified the 
unions of the president's decision, in- 
cluding a copy of Mr Wilson's letter 
and announcing that he was ready to 
take up the questions involved "as soon 
as the employes return to work."

New Treasury Certificates 


Reach Newark 


The new United States Treasury Certificates in the denomination of $100 were put on sale at 


the Newark postoffice today for the first time. 


Treasury Savings Certificates are notes of the United States government—a first, direct ob- 


ligation on its treasury and on the entire resources and taxing power of the United States gov- 
ernment. These certificates may be said to have several important advantages over the various 
Liberty Bond issues. These advantages were so marked that the government restricted the 
sale so that not more than $1000 maturity value of any annual series could be sold to any one 
person. 


Interest 4.27 per cent, entirely tax exempt, except for sur taxes and estate taxes. This is 


equivalent to a safe 6 per cent investment to an Ohio taxpayer. Ten of these $100 certificates 
cost $838 this month and they grow in value $2 a month until January 1, 1924, when they may be 
cashed for $1000. They are registered like a bond when purchased. Liquidity perfect, in that 
the certificates may be cashed on 10 days' notice at full paid-in value, plus interest in or after 
the second calendar month following the calendar month in which purchase was made. Depre- 
ciation in face or par value is impossible. 


A corporation or an institution may hold the same amount as an individual. Clubs, lodges, 


churches, societies, firms and corporations may hold $1000 of these Treasury Certificates. 


The issue of these new certificates is a part of the War Savings plan. A $100 Treasury Cer- 


tificate is in all respects like a card filled with 20 War Savings Stamps. One may still buy 
a'W. S. S. at $4.19, 20 at $83.80, 200 at $838, or may buy one $100 certificate at $83.80 or ten 
at $838. The banks are authorized to sell Treasury Certificates in $1000 denominaticfas, but 
as yet none of the $1000 denomination is available here. In buying certificates instead of 
stamps one has the investment in more convenient form and is saved the annoyance of attach- 
ing stamps to cards. The purchase of Treasury Certificates is the same as the purchase of W.
